DRIVE NEAR REEINS 


French Are Forced from Trench- 
es by German Assaults, 
Aided by Gas. 











BUT REGAIN LOST GROUND 


Germans Take the Offensive in 
Belgium Also, but Are 
Thrown Back. 


LONDON, Oct. 19.—An assault on the 
French line east of Rheims was made 


by the German forces today on a wide 
front ani in great numbers. Prolonged 
and- violent bombardment and the use 
of.’ gas. shelig- and ,cloyds of chlorine gas 
recalled. the attack which penetgnted 

pi: the: “French.

soldiers followed, and, ac diiedian: to the 
otfictal bulletin issued in Paris tonight, 
a large part of the lost ground was re- 
gained:: With another French onslaught, 
it is said, the Germans were driven 
back. to their own lines. 

The Germans have also taken the of- 
fensive along the Yser-Ypres Canal in 
Belgium, and last night, according to 
Belgian official advices, gained a foot- 
hold on the east bank. From this: point 
they have-since been dislodged. 

. The French night bulletin says: 


To the east of Rheims the enemy 
attempted an attack with strong forces 
this morning on a front of ten kilo- 
meters, (approximately 6.2 miles,) be- 
tween La :Pompelle and Prosnes, 
which ended in a complete check. This 
attack had been most carefully pre- 

ared, it nme prevese’ by a pro- 
fo ed bombardment by the artillery, 
wi the employment of. suffocating 
shells and banks of chlorine gas. 

The enemy infantry succeeded at 
first in penetrating some parts of our 
trench of the first line, but was almost 
completely driven out by- immediate 
counterattacks. 

In the afternoon an_ energetic 
counteroffensive resulted in the ex- 
pulson of the last enemy troops, who 
were thus entirely thrown back into 
the trenches which they had left. The, 
German infantry experienced in the © 
course of that fruitless attempt heavy 


losses 

In the rest of the front there were 
artillery en ements. These were 
particularl olent a Artois, in the 
sector of ae te he north of the 
Aisne, on. the auioau of Nouvron, 
between the Meuse and the Moselle, 
in the forest of Apremont and in Lor- 
raine, to the south of Leintrey.

PESSIMISM IS DECREASING

Late last night it became known that 
a committee of the Cabinet, knowh as 
the ‘‘ War Committeéee,’”’ met yesterday 
afternoon and was joined ‘by Alexander 
Millerand, the French Minister of War; 
Paul Gambon, the French Ambassador 
to Great Britain, and M. Millerand’s 
Secretary. The’ committee sat’ for ‘an 
hour and a half, after’ which another 
Cabinet. council’ wag held at the. House 
of Commons. 

Nothing ‘is made public regarding the 
circumstances calling for two Cabinet 
meetings in the same day, as well as the 
conference of the War Committee with 
the French War Minister, but it may be 
assumed that they, had to do’ with the 
development of the military situation in 
the Near. East. 

First news of the Premier’s. iliness 
came in the following bulletin issued at 
his residence in Downing Street: 


The Prime Minister is suffering 


tarrh, which will necessitate a few 
days of complete rest.” 


_Mr. Asquith. was indispgsed on Mon- 
day, but attended that day’s Cabinet 
méeting, and received a number of 
visitors during the evening. His condi- 
tion was so aggravated yesterday that 
he consulted a physician. who ordered 
him to remain in bed for several days 
and then take a rest of a few days in 
the country. 

The Cabinet had been holding long 

and frequent meetings since the Balkan 
crisis developed: . Both newspapers and 
politiciane agree that :vital differences 
of opinion had arisen over the con- 
scription issue and the Near East ques- 
tion. 
“ The resignation of Sir Hdward Carson,’ 
the Attorney General, was the first 
proof of differences in the Cabinet. The 
reason assigned for his withdrawal is

The wrecking of the train, which oc- 
curred near Olmito, seven miles -north 
of here, last: night, was followed by the 
robbery of the passengers. The Mexi- 
cans are declared to be. followers of: 
Luis de la Rosa, leader of the so-called 
Texas revolution. : 

Civil officers here were in most cases 
powerless to prevent summary execu- 
tions of Mexicans, for many of the 
posses were ‘composed mostly of men 
who worked independently of ciyil or 
military authority. The military guthori- 
ties under their presext instructions 
have no. power to act, except in cases 
of actual fighting on the river front, in 
which case they may take charge: tem- 
‘porarily. of directing the operations of 
any civilians who may bé near. the 
scene of the fight. In order to make 
search, or even arrests, except in 
emergencies, the military authorities 
have had to call for the aid of civil 
officers, who alone have the right of 
search and arrest. 


Mexican Passenger First Victim. 


The first Mexican killed as an act of 
reprisal by the posses was an unidenti- 
fied young man, a passenger on. the 
train; who was accused of revealing the 
hiding place of Dr. F. 8. McCain; Dep- 
uty State Health Officer here, who took 
refuge in the lavatory of the car when 
the bandits began firing. Sheriff Ww. T 
Vanh of Brownsville denied reports of 


this Mexican’s death, but tonight it de- 
veloped that posses killed the man after.

1,500 Soldiers Take Up Search. 

Probably 1,500cavalrymen and infantry 
today joined in searching for traces. of- 
the bandits. Hundreds of civilians 
joineq them. i 

Civil. .and military authorities : today 
‘did net agree On whether any. of the 
bandit had..crossed from the. Mexican 
side of. the river.. Military officers be- 
leved the raid was made-up from the 
American side. - Luis de la Rosa, whom 
two passengers-claimed they recognized 
among the robbers, has several times 
been seen in Matamoros, and American 
army ‘officers had asked for his arrest 
by Carranza officials. The latter about 
two weeks ago announced officially that 
-De la Rosa had a bandit camp on the 
Mexican side about thirty miles above 
Brownsville. It was said they were 
trying to capture him. Since -~that an- 
nouncement nothing has been heard of 
him until last night. 

The death of Doctor McCain late to- 
day was the third to result from the 
wreck. Doctor McCain was shot in the 
abdomen when the bandits learned that 
he had taken refuge rm the car lavatory 
and then fired through the door. Harry 
in Texas politics, 
was wounded slightly'at the same time. 
The four injured, three of them by bul- 
let wounds and the fourth by scalds 
when the traih was wrecked by the re- 
moval of a‘rail,- were said tonight to be 
on the way to recovery. 

Five prisoners were brought to the 
Brownsville jail today, where they were 
believed to be safe from violence, but 
the Brownsville ,jail is the only insti- 
tution of its kind in this valley, and the

ATTACK 4 NEAR STOCKHOLM 


Others Captured Are Sent to the 
Bottom by Opening Their 
Seacocks. 


STOCKHOLM, Oct. 19.—Four German 
steamers, the Pernambuco, Séderhamn, 
Johannes-Russ, afid Delalfven, have 
been ‘torpedoed in the Balti¢ Sea off 
Oxeloesund, to the south of Stockholm, 
by a British. submarine. 

The Pernambuco and Dalafven were 
sunk, but the Siderhamn and Jo- 
hannes-Russ are still afloat. The crews 
of all the steamers were saved. , 

The Stéderhamn, which was leaded 
with wood, and the Pernambuco, with 
a cargo of iron ore, were bound for 
Germany. The destinations of the Ja- 
hannes-Russ and Dalafven are not 
known. 

In addition, according to reports from 
various pilot stations, four other Ger- 
man steamers were sent to the bottom 
by. British submarines outside the 
southern Stockholm archipelago during 
the last twenty-four hours. ‘The names 
of these vessels have not yet Decome 
known. 

British sailors sank them by opening 


their sea valves, after having given the} 


German crews plenty of time to leave 
their . vessels. 

The ‘Dalalfven was caught and sunk 
just outside Swedish waters and under 
the eyes of Swedish warships. 

There “are now forty-one German 
ships, mostly iron Ore carriers, block- 
aded in Swedish waters. 


The Pernambuco was a vessél of 4,788 
tons, the Siderhamn of 1,499 tons, and 
the Johannes-Russ of 1,751 tons; The 
Dalalfven is not mentioned in available 
shipping records.

PATERSON, Oct. 19.—The returns 
were received by the suffragists at the 
headquarters of the Women's Political 
Union, and thé leaders became gloomy 
early in the evening. Mrs. William Post, 
the Secretary, who comes from Cah- 
fornia and will now engage in the cam- 
paigns in New York and Massachusetts, 
admitted that there was lack of organ- 
igation here. Not more than half of 
the seventy-four polling booths were 


watched by the women, although more 
than seventy were assigned to that task. 

There were some complaints of fraud, 
and one woman said she saw. money 
pass, but no Warrants were sworn out. 

“T didn’t need glasses to see the 
crooked work,’’ she said, but when she 
was asked for proof she was unable to 
give further details. 


SILK WORKERS VOTED “ NO.” 


Suffragists Showed Lack of Organi- 
zation in Paterson,

PATERSON, N. J,, Oct. 19.—Lack of 
organization among the suffrage work- 
ers and the vote piled up against suf- 
frage by the employes of the silk mills 
were the features of the election most 
commented on here. The women had 
predicted that they would score heavily 
in the districts where the silk-mill em- 
ployes live, but as soon as the returns 
began to come in it became evident that 
the operators were largely anti-suffrage, 
Most of them live in the Sixth Ward, 
and there the vote was two to one| F’ 
against the amendment. 

During most of the day-many of the 
polls were not watched by suffragists. 
Many of the watchers were school teach- 
ers, who had to to leave the polls for hours,

CARRANZA’S OPPORTUNITY. 

CABRBANZA has triumphed to the ex- 
tent of gaining the formal recognition 
of the United States and the South and 
Central American republics as the act- 
ual ruler of Mexico. Foreign recogni- 
tion, will not be withheld. European 
Governments will assume that the 
Government at Washington is best 
*| qualified to judge in all matters re- 
lating to. its nearest neighbor, espe- 
cially as the Monroe Doctrine imposes 
upon us the duty of protecting the 
weaker Governments of this continent 
from foreign interference. As CaR- 
BANzA desired recognition, he is to be 
congratulated. Of course, as he is a 
man of education who has had consid- 
erable experience in civil government, 
he must appreciate’ the formidable 
character of the task which now con- 
fronts him. No statesman in our time 
has ever had such an opportunity to 
make his name blessed and his fame 
endure. All that is needed is to build 
up a wise and tolerant Government, 
with a just system of taxation and an 
honest administration of justice, and 
to meet, peso for peso, the heavy obli- 
gations ‘his country had already in- 





‘curred before the era of revolution and 


destruction, and the immeasurably 
larger ones since incurred. 

Mexico has been called the richest 
country in the world. Its potentialities 
are enormous. In its fertile soil; in 
which all the crops of the temperate 
and torrid zones can be raised, its won- 
derful mines of silver and coal, its vir- 
gin forests of woods of great commer- 
cial value, it possesses riches enough 
to pay all the debts civil war has 
placed upon it within a very short 
time. But only administrative ability 
of a very high order can put into oper- 
ation the industrial and commercial 
machinery which has been getting 
rusty since the era of Mexican pros- 
perity under Diaz, and has lately been 
idle. Fifteen millions of people, most 
of them densely ignorant, need to be 
helped to feed and clothe thémselves 
and to be taught the benefits of self- 
government and education. 

In the very beginning the new ruler 
must secure large loans from foreign 
financiers. CARRANza’s efforts to over- 
come the stupendous. obstacles which 
confront him will be viewed in other 
countries without prejudice and with 
hope for at least partial success. Pres- 
ident WILs0on must have reason to be- 
lieve that CaRRaNnza will take up the 
work with an intelligent comprehen- 
sion of its difficulties and an earnest 
desire to succeed. If he succeeds only 
to the extent of pacifying the whole 
country and setting all the people 
working to pay their debts, he will 
have begun a new chapter in Mexican 
history which may contain the promise 
of a glorious future. Certainly all the 
Mexicans but a very few outlaws are 
heartily tired of civil war. 


; DEMOCRATIC WAR. 
If there were a man in England big 
enough to dictate ultimate measures, 
to reject the counsels of\the multitude, 


to stake the empire on the hazard that] _ 


the people for-its sake would stand 
all the things they say they will not 
stand, including conscription—if there 
were that man in England, a great 
necessity might be expected to raise 
him ‘up; but the English would not 
know what to do with him. It is doubt- 
ful if they could utilize his strength or 
genius. He would probably wreck the 
Cabinet from the inside, or overturn it 
from. without, and then there would be 
another Cabinet, as a compromise. 
The British Government, as any popu- 
lar government must, exists by com- 
promise, and although that is:the kind 
of government all of us prefer to live 
with, it is obviously not the kind you 
should choose to fight with. 

There is bitter,’ petty, and acrimo- 
nious disagreement in England as to 
how the war should be managed. 
Among those not charged with its con- 
duet there is a conviction that never 
was anything worse handled, and each 
of several political groups is self-per- 
suaded that nothing can possibly come 
right until its pet theory of proced- 
uré has been adopted. Compromise 
works badly. The coalition Govern- 
ment was a compromise, intended. to 
placate all opinion, and yet within five 
months it is apparently about to go 
smash on the question ‘of conscription, 
Its predecessor went aground in a fog 
of authority over naval affairs, tech- 
nically a row between Admiral Lord 
FisHER and Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL,

Any day we may be faced with re- 
construction or with proposals which 
will end instantly the political truce 
and rend the British public into con- 
tending factions.

That was @ refer- 
ence to the fact that Cagson’s follow- 
ing of Ulstermen; so recently onthe 
point of revolt ‘against British author- 
ity, flung themselves headlong into the 
war for England, while REDMonD’s fol- 
lowing of Nationalists had been noto- 
riously indifferent, and were indignant 
at the thought of conscription. To 
this sally Mr. REDMOND replied that 
the people were in honor bound to 


send support to the gallant men who 


had gone into danger, adding: 


We can do so if proper and busi- 
nesslike methods are adopted. But it 
won't do to attempt a bully drive. 

That is, Joun Repmonp is against 
conscription. He is for “ proper” and 
“ businesslike ” methods: Sir EDWwaRD 
CaRson presumably is for conscription 
throughout the British Isles. He might 
have resigned from the Government as 
a@ protest against its timidity. about 
conscription, or against a decision to 
adopt that measure of blood levy in 
England, and not in Ireland, because 
REDMOND’s. people were . unwilling. 
As in Ireland so in England. Those 
who favor conscription think nothing 
else will save the household. Those 
who are against it think a Britain 
that needs to be saved in that way is 
already lost. It is a mixture of 
prejudice, tradition, irresponsibility,. 
hysteria, panic, and stupidity. Cap- 
ital blames labor, labor blames cap- 
ital, everybody blames the Ministry, 
and the Ministry is incohesive. 

And so a popular Government mis- 
runs a great war. That there is really |- 
a public man in England willing to 
sacrifice his country to further pri- 
vate “\predilections,” as REDMOND said, 
is almost unimaginable. That there 
are many men like that simply can- 
not be supposed. That Mr. REDMOND 
can believe it only shows to what 
pettiness men descend in bickering, 
higgling, and quarreling. The sim- 
plest presumptions of human conduct 
are forgotten. Each hostile group 
outside of the Government believes the 
Ministry would sacrifice the destiny of 
England to the vanity and pig-headed- 


bness of its personnel; ;: members of the 


Government think any of these outside 
groups or one of a number of individ- 
uals would offer the British Empire on 
the altar of selfish ambition. The 
psychology is very simple. All of them 
want to save England, but each in a 
different way, and the result is politi- 
cal pandemonium. In order to allay 
the din a Ministry has to compromise 
with the noisiest elements. That pro- 
duces inefficiency. : 

Make allowance for the fact that we 
are closer to England’s window than 
to that of any other belligerent, and 
that the language in which the quar- 
rel takes place is our own, and the 
comparison is yét painful. It reminds 
us of how we should probably conduct 
a‘war in the eye of the American mul- 
titude, very free with its advice and in- 
tolerant of errors. War is, as we see 
more and more, an autocratic. business. 
When this war is over the German 
people will demand an accounting for 
it as a whole; in the meantime, the 
War Lord runs it, responsible only to 
himself for blunders, of which there 
have been many. There is an Austro- 
German staff. German authority rules 
it absolutely. On the side of the Allies 
there is no co-ordinating authority. 
There is even no allied staff. Each 
country makes war on its own judg- 
ment in its own way, and this indepen- 
dence has to be paid for in terms of 
military efficiency. 


THE NEW CONTINENTALS. 

Secretary GARRISON has chosen a 
fortunate name for -his new. reserve 
army of citizen soldiers; to be recruited 
from all the States but to be always 
under the direct control of the War 
Department. WaSHINGTON command- 
ed the first Continental Army, the only 
one hitherto entitled to that name, and 
thus designated to distinguish it from 
the Colonial militia, the: various other 
bodies of State troops serving in the 
Revolutionary War, and the unat- 
tached riflemen and rangers.

The first Federal army was the chief] 
reliance of the nation’s first Com- 
mander in Chief. It was the precursor 
of the regular army of today. The 
new Continental Army will constitute 
the first permanent reserve force of 
the United States. It will be, in effect, 
a vast military school, in which young 
men who do not intend to devote their 
whole lives to military service can be 
trained, without impairment of their 
value in civil employments, in the arts 
of modern warfare sufficiently to fit 
them for the defense of their country 
when defense is needed. The plan as 
now outlined is susceptible of many

ARTHUR GREAVES. 

Artuur Greaves, for fifteen years 
city editor of THE TrmeEs, had a native 
gift for the newspaper calling which 
was developed in a high degree by 
training and long experience. The de- 
sire to knew and the ability to tell 
what” was going on in the world made 
him a good newspaper man. He had a 
keen interest in the doings of men, in 
the social and business activities of 
the community, in the life and affairs 
of the great city. He had a politi- 
cian’s memory for the names of men, 
and he was thoroughly familiar with 
the politics of the city and of the coun- 
try, with the career and records of the 
leaders and the candidates, with the 
forces that political strife brings into 
play. To his agreeable presence, his 
charm of manner, and his ability to 
make and keep friendships he owed a 
very large acquaintance, which was of 
the greatest use to him in his profes- 
sional work. 

His training in the department of 
news gathering and news writing was 
very broad, he knew all the processes 
Land every detail, and he had notable 
capacity in the organization and man- 
agement of a news staff. He had done 
notable work for THE TIMEs at many 
National Conventions, where: his abil- 
ity to direct and co-ordinate the work 
of the staff of men he controlled en- 
abled him to compile the complete 
story of each day’s proceedings in 
which every part had its due propor- 
tion and nothing of essential impor- 
tance was missing. His service to THE 
TimEs was of a value not easily meas- 
ured, and the esteem and affection with 
which he was regarded by his’ asso- 
ciates of the staff were as deep, genu- 
ine, and lasting as is the sorrow his 
death brings to them. He was called 
away in the very fullness of his pow- 
ers, the end coming early yesterday 
morning after a. brief respite from 
work due to an illness from which he 
and his family and his friends had ex- 
pected’ an early recovery. ~

AUTHOR OF “TWO YEARS 
BEFORE THE MAST.” 

RicHaRD HENRY Dana, Jr., was 
born in August, 1815, but the formal 
celebration of his centenary, under 
the direction of the Cambridge His- 
torical Association, comes today. A 
Cambridge boy, son and namesake of 
the poet and editor of The North 
American Review, a weakness of the 
eyes, fortunate for his fame, forced 
him ‘to leave Harvard College in 1834. 
It must be saddening to the parents 
and guardians of soft Campanian 
undergraduates of these days to know 
that Dana, a member of one of the 
most distinguished of “Colonial” 
families, had an allowance—and that 
only for emergencies—of 25 cents a 
term, and always walked into and out 
of Boston. It was in August that he 
doffed ‘‘ the frock coat, silk cap, and 
kid gloves” of the Cantabrigian for 
salt water togs and set sail on the 
brig Pilgrim, 86 feet and an inch or 
two long, if we remember, for the 
voyage around the Horn that was to 
make him immortal.

Then tHere’is the 
gigantic Russian, NIcHOLAs, man of 
war’s man, . privateersman, pirate, 
who had been lucky enough to escape 
hanging. . ’ 

The falling overboard scene was 
read to Mr. GEORGE BANCROFT by 
SamMuEnL RoGeRs:. as a specimen of 
prose essentially more poetic than 
most modern poetry. But the merit, 
the extraordinary and lasting merit, 
of “Two Years Before the Mast” is 
its faithfulness to. fact, its truth. 
DaN&A was tremendously angry with 
the Captains; all his life, indeed, in- 
justice and oppression were intoler- 
able to him. At the Boston bar in the 
fifties he was just as ardent in the 
defense of fugitive slaves, and with no 
other fee than a dangerous assault, as 
he was for sailors’ rights. Writing, 
however, he doesn’t mix subjective 
and objective. You see with precision, 
with a sort of sculptured outline, 
the event. You seem to be present 
and hear the very words, the sound 
of the blows. St. Elmo’s fire burns 
your eyes. You are in the fo'c’sl, 
the galley. Italian sailors are sing- 
ing barcaroles. The enchantments of 
Santa Barbara and San Pedro are at 
your feet. 

There is much butter ladled out over 
Mr. JosmPpH ConRaD. Compare his 
highly cultivated, exotic English, 
with all its stops and flourishes, to 
the plain, naked style of Dana. You 
might almost say the book is in words 
of one and two syllables. For that 
reason the oculists use parts of it as 
an eye test. There is no trace of the 
apoplectic purple of some of the 
moderns. A _ fine; manly, generous 
work, in sound, simple English. -To 
read it is to: ‘feel the. brine salt on 
the lips and the large air again.’’ 

Dana’s professional. and public 
career was in point‘of exterior suc- 
cess unequal to his merits. “He was 
‘a learned and an able lawyer, in com- 
mon, admiralty, church, and inter- 
national law. As a United States Dis- 
trict Attorney he did much to estab- 
lish the prize law of. the United 
States ‘in the civil war. He was the 
colleague or opponent of Ruvurus 
Croats in some notable cases, But 
his lofty professional standards im- 
peded him and he never earned much 
money. A Free Soiler, an early .Re- 
publican, a civil service reformer, the 
spokesman of reform Republicanismn 
at the National Republican Conven- 
tion of 1876, he held no great office. 
Democratic intrigué stimulated by 
General BuTLER prevented his con- 
firmation as Minister to the Court of 
St. James’s. But what are such “re- 
wards,” now? He had no luck in 
that way. For the copyright of ‘ Two 
Years Before the Mast” even the good 
offices of Mr. BRYANT could get him 
but $250. It has been read by two 
generations. It is being read by the 
third. It is one of the very few “ unt- 
versal” American books.

AUGUSTUS J. DUBOIS DEAD. 


Profesor in. Sheffield Sclentific| 
School for 30 Years, and Author.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Oct. 19.— 
Augustus Jay Du Bois, for thirty years 
Professor. of Civil Engineering in the 
Sheffield Scientific School and widely 
known as an author on engineering 
subjects, died suddenly of heart disease 
this morning while in bed at his; home 
here. He was a member of the Govern- 
ing Board of Sheffield and was one of 
the best known members of the Scien- 
tific School Faculty... He was 66. years 
old,. and was born in Newton Falls, 
Mass. In 1883 he was married to Miss 
Adeline Blakeslee of this city, who sur- 


vives him. 

Professor Du Bois was a pioneer in the 
subject of stresses in frame structures. 
His book on “ Graphic Statistics,’’ -pub- 
lished in 1876, first introduced . that 
method to American: engineers.
